Rules Made 
For Examing 


Tax Returns 


Commission Lays Down 
Rules Following Passage 


Of Severson Law,. 


Rules and regulations governing 


the examination of income tax re- 
turns of individuals and 
corpora- 


tions in the state 'were announced 
today by the Wisconsin tax commis- 
sion. These new restrictions were 
made necessary by the repeal of 
teh secrecy clause. 


Persons desiring income tax 
in- 


formatio nwill be required to 
ob- 


serve an orderly proceedure, re- 
stricted to a close observance of 
office rules, before the ecods of the 
tax commission are opened to them, 
the rules show. 
A communication 


issued by the commission outlining 
this proceedure follows: 


The law vests in the tax commis- 


sion full power and authority 
to 


make such rules and regulations _as 
it may deem necessai-y to carry in- 
to effect the income tax law, in 
pursuance of which it has adopted 
the following tentative rules: 


1. Examination of any income 


tax return on file in the office 
of assessors of incomes in artjS 
district in the state 
may be 


permitted by any person upon 
written 
application 
designat- 


ing therein the return desired 
for examination. 


2. 
The custodian shall en- 


dorse on the 
application 
its 


date and the hour 
at -which 


the return asked for was de- 
livered to the applicant, a.nd 
the time at which it was re- 
turned to the office files. 


3. No return or other doc- 


ument shall not be 
removed 


from the office, nor shall any 
person be permitted to detach 
or remove from a retom any 
record or 
correspondence, or 


supporting schedules 
on file 


•prith the same. 
4. No person shall be per- 


mitted to examine more than 
one return at the same time. 


5. Persons examining returns 


shall be seated in plain view of 
the custodian 
while . making 


such-examination at a place in 
the office 
of 
the assessor of 


incomes 
to he designated by 


such custodian. 


6. The employes designated 


by the assessor of incomes _to 
superintend 
the 
examination 


of income 
tax returns 
shall 


during the time 
allowed for 


that purpose devote his or her 
time exclusively to such super- 
intendence. 


7. No official or. employe con- 


nected with the several offices 
of assessors of incomes shall 
give.out lists of taxpayers or 
information 
contained 
in in- 


come tax returns. 


8. Assessors of incomes may 


make rules limiting the hours 
during which income tax re- 
turns will be open to inspection 
in their respective oces. 
9.'Persons examing 
income 


tax returns who fail to observe 
these rules may be denied the 
privilege of examining the same 
in the future.

Governor Blaine today vetoed a 


bill by the joint committee on fin- 
ance appropriating 517,000 -to tho 
state tax commission as an "emer- 
gency appropriation." 
In sending the bill back without, 


his approval, the governor asserts 
that he cannot find that an emer- 
gency exists and said that in a per- 
sonal investigation that he mads ht 
•was unable to g -t tho information 
that he desired becaure of the "in- 
complete and coirp'.irated" system 
of bookkeeping in the tax commis- 
sion. 
Blaine declared that if the ap- 
propriation be defined 
at 
all it 


should be caed a deficiency appro- 
priation. The governor announced 
that his study showed that 
there 
was an estimated deficit of only 
$11,979.29 whil the bill calls 
for 


$17,000. 
"As far as I am able to ascer- 
tain, this eficit is due to two prin- 
cipal causes, namely: increase 
of 
salaries and increase in postage.' 
he said. "Had the tax commission 
rendered a detailed statement as 
revested I would have been in a 
position to have given you in detail 
the occasion for the fore-going al- 
leged deficit. 
"It is permanent at this time to 


call attention to the fact that the 
situation herein divulged ought to 
convince every reasonable man that 
divided responsibility in an admin-

All churches are seeing the vital need for 
week-day religious instruction cnf -children and 
the movement 
regular 
school 
hours 
is 
I'apidly 
spreading 


throughout the country, Dr. Edward Sargent of 
New York 'City, secretary of Week-day religious 
instruction department of the Protestant Epis- 
copal church "told the church's fourth annual 
educational conference at Omaha. 


"The plan for week-day instruction is not a 


movement of any one church or single denom1, 
ination," he said. 


"While three years ago, only flve.citihs in as 
many .states had the 3ys>tem in operation, today 
there are some one hundred cities in about 
thirty states where the school boards have made 
it possible for the child, lipon the request of the 
parents, to" be excused to. attend a school of re- 
ligious .instruction of the parent's choice, held 
outside the school building. 


"The-plan is exceedingly simple," he declared. 
"Upon the home is placed the responsibility of 
stating in writing that it desires the public 
school to grant to the pupil a portion, usually 
the minimum of one hour a -weak of the school 
day for religious instruction. 


"The. school grants this request, provided the 
churches in the district have filed with it their 
intention to hold such a week-day church school, 
and their readiness to- agree to certain funda- 
mental educational standards of quality and ef- 
ficiency, the modern schools call for the interests 
of the child. 


"Wherever the work has been undertaken 
three very clear results have followed. 
It has 


followed the child's interests and given it a new 
point of view and attitude toward things sacred 
and religion*."

SAYS NEW MADISON MINISTER 


The Rev. Lloyd C. Douglas, who] 


will assume his duties as pastor of 
the First Congregational church of 
Madison in September 1923, believes 
that a pastor, "will get a whole lot 
further along in the actual business 
of 'reconstruction' by .beginning at 
home than by conducting clinics Ipr 
the sick society at large.' 


An article concerning the treat- 
ment of modern conditions written 
bv Reverend Douglas appeared in 
the Christian Advocate.- Parts ot 
this were reprinted in the Literary 
Digest for April 14. 


Reverend Douglas, believes that 


the ' less -a pastor worries himsell 
and his parish with future economic 
conditions, such-as another world 
war, the better he iWill be able to 
serve himself and .his parish. And 
that 'by talking about the local, ec- 
onomic, social, political and moral 
problems he will be a greater bene- 
fit to the people than by discussing 
subjects which the individual mem- 
bers of his parish cannot remedy.

The Dane County League has been an active 


force in the community. "Since the women are 
always interested in home things, the league 
started its program with local government. A 
3'6-page pamphlet entitled County and Muni- 
cipal 
Organizations was published by the 


league, and this has served as1 the text or ref- 
erence book of hundreds of women. 
This 


little book gives in simple language the duties 
and responsibilities of every office and officer 
in che county and city of. Madison, together 
with the names ' and address of every officer. 
Now when anything goes wrong with the gar- 
bage collection, or the water rent has to be 
paid, or a case somes up that requires action 
by the county board, the women know exactly 
whom to call on, and do not send all their 
complaints to the chief of police, who is us- 
ually the most pestered individual." The league 
has secured newspaper articles by university 
professors dealing with the relation of var- 
ious public questions to everyday life. One of 
the most important accomplishments of the 
local organization 
was the 
vigorous cam- 


paign organized to secure a, woman probation 
officer for Dane county. 
The county boards 


and the Madison city council were both finally 
convinced .of the wisdom and necessity of hav- 
ing a woman to handle the cases involving 
women and girls, and great credit is due to 
the untiring efforts of members of the local 
league.
